In the Claims: 

Please cancel claims 1-15 and 19-58 without prejudice to pursue the subject matter of these 
claims in a continuation application to be filed in the future. 

Please amend claim 16 as follows: 



-16. A method of screening for a ligand that activates the translocation of a steroid 
receptor to the nucleus in a mammalian cell comprising: 
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a. contacting a mammalian cell with the ligand, wherein the cell has a plurality 
of steroid receptor response elements in an array such that the response 
element can be directly detected when bound by fluorescently labeled steroid 
receptor; and 

b. directly detecting the location of fluorescence within the cell 

a change in the relative fluorescence of the nucleus to the cytoplasm such as to increase the 
fluorescence of the nucleus indicating a ligand that activates the translocation of a steroid 
receptor to the nucleus in a mammalian cell.—
